JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. : 

The present mail brings] dates to the 12th of July. The Pacific 
mail via San Fransisco, however, the correspondence by which was 
delivered on the 30th ult., brings advices to the 22ndJuly. The 
London mail of 3rd June arrived out on the 18th July. 

The following letter denies that Sir Harry Parkes assisted Mr, 
Lay in the loan affair :— 

British Legation, Yokohama, July 20, 1870. 

S1r,—As Her Majesty’s Minister wishes his countrymen to receive a 
distinct denial of the imputations contained in an article which ap- 
peared in yesterday’s issue of the Hcho du Japon, he instructs me to 
inform you that he never in any way used his influence to promote the 
negotiation which resulted in a loan being made to the Japanese Go- 
vernment by Mr. Lay, and that the article in question is the first in- 
timation which he has received of another loan having been offered to 
the Japanese Government on the terms therein named.—I am, Sir, your 
obedient servant, F, O, ADAMs, 

The Japan Herald has the following on the Loan :— 

The account of Mr. Lay’s doings in London with respect to the 
Loan has excited amongst the Japanese the liveliest interest, the 
information which we were enabled to furnish through our 
columns having been translated for the Government. In our las; 
summary we mentioned the dubiety of Mr. Lay’s anthorisatior, 
and events which have since transpired show that our remarks 
were warranted. It is alleged that Mr. Lay concluded a 
contract with the Japanese to furnish one million sterling at the 
rate of twelve per cent. per annum, and that he has failed to do 
so ; but that he has instead, by representing himself as the duly 
authorised agent of the Japanese Government, procured a mil- 
lion sterling, at the rate of nine per cent. per annum, by 
pledging the Customs and railway income. His authority to 
do so is, we understand, denied, the Japanese Foreign Office 
(through which all dealings with foreigners are made), having 
declared itself not coguisant of the documents incorporated in 
Mr. Lay’s Bond as published. and it is further averred that the 
Council of State is equally ignorant of the powers which Mr. Laz 
has exercised on behalf of the Japanese Government. ‘The three 
Ministers of Finance—Owagma, Okuma, and Ito—who were 

rincipally concerned in Mr. Lay’s ats git meg are being sub- 
Jected to a most searching examination by the Council of State, 
with the object of elucidating the mystery that has shrouded 
Mr. Lay’s proceedings with them, but the investigation is 
not yet concluded. It isdeemed not unlikely that these officers 
may be removed from the posts they have hitherto held. Until 
everything is satisfactorily cleared up about this strange affair, 
we understand that the Government have resolved not to touch a 
dollar of the money resulting from Mr. Lay’s operations. The 
affair is in such bad odour here that the British Minister has 
deemed it necessary to deny officially that it was owing to his in- 
fluence with the Government that Mr. Lay was enabled to enter 
into a contract with it—a statement to that effect having been 
made in the columns of a contemporary, and very generally, 
though it would seem erroneously, credited. 
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The Ocean proceeds to Nagasaki, there to wait for orders. Of 
course, the object of this is to be near to China, in the event of 
affairs there taking such a turn as to necessitate British inter- 
ference. . . 

The trial of the two Cuinamen who established a private mint 
at the British Legation for the manufacture of spurious paper 
money has taken place. Ah Io (Sir Harry Parkes’s butter), who 
gave the other a room to work in, and struck off one note himself, 
will experience the miseries of life ina Japanese gaol for three 
years. The other. and his Japanese accomplices, were doomed to 
be beheaded. A Chinese money-changer, who was so incawtious 
ws to issue notes with the ink so wet that it smeared the cus- 
toner’s hand, has since closed and departed. ‘‘ Honour araongst 
thieves” is a proverb that does not apply to Far East forgers, for 
these paid in bad notes their comrade who found the paper. 

Mr. F. O. Adams, 11.B.M.’s Secretary of Legation, and party 
have returned from a lengthened tour in the interior, undertaken 
for the purpose of inquiring into the state of the silk districts 
and the present condition of silk culture in Japan. Mr. Adams 
has already by his exertions of last year established a protectorate 
over the silkworm of Japan, and the Uji have learnt to look upon 
him as a kind of entomological Attila. We trust that the im- 
placability with which he pursues this race of parasites will be 
as beneficent as it is determin2d and vigorous. 

Mr. Farrington, who has returned from Hiogo, will commence 
on ecting next month.

nies any knowledge of its terms. The works are, consequently 
not progressing so fast as might be nee ees but I hope they will 
not be long suspended. There is no fear of the investment. The 
Government are daily gaining strength, and are well able to pay 
interest on the amount demanded, and the principal when due. 

Nobody in England seems to know anything about the American 
route to Japan. Men who have lived in Yokohama write me that 
they know nothing about the mails, and passengers, when they 
eome out, say that they cannot get information at the London 
office when they inquire about the arrival and departure of the 
steamers from the different ports. It would bea public boon if 
the Pacific Mail Company were to advertise more. ‘he American 
steamers do very well, especially through the inland sea. 

A subscription is being raised for 320,000 to purchase an organ, 
$2,500 for the purchase of ground from the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank, to widen the main street opposite to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and $1,500 for the hospital, with $1,000 expenses. The 
remaining $15,000 is for prizes. ‘his is taking a hint from 
Judge Hornby, who, by the way, is expected here shortly.

This is a single 
dradger, fitted with oscilla:ing engines of sixty effective horse 
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power, and with a mean lifting power of thirty-five to forty tons: 
per hour. Itis fitted with four anchors and steam gear for haul- 
ing itself about. A double dredger will be launched in a few 
days, and in about a month they may be expected to be at work. 

The last of the telegraph poles has been crected between Kobe- 
and Osaka. The members of the Race Club have advertised for 
tenders for improving their racecourse. The municipal council 
have resolved to exclude all non-members from their meeting ; 
reporters are, however, tolerated, but forbidden to publish the 
proceedings! Kobe is never without @ grievance, calling to heaven 
and earth for redress ; the present is the eternal shrieking of en-~. 
gine whistles. Five steamers ply to and from Osaka; each whistles 
for two hours and a-half before starting, and commemorate its 
retarn without accident by another shriek-sonata of an hour and 
three quarters’ duration, which, when it occurs in the dead of 
night the people of Kcbe are unreasonable enough to wish cur- 
tailed. They ought to have a Belgian cathedral with an infinity 
of jingling earillons in their midst to teach them patience. 

umours have for some time been floating about with regard 

to the visit of the Mikado to Kioto. It is asserted that the Em- 
peror himself, and the Kuges also, would rather stay where they 
are, but that some of the Southern princes, notably Satsuma 
amongst others, wish him back at his old quarters. The Mikado 
no doubt must look back with feeliags approaching to loathing 
upon the old dull days at Kito, when, though nominally an Em- 
peror, he was virtually captive ; his present life must be one of 
comparative freedom. Then again, it is said that some of the 
Northern princes are old favourities of the Mikado and his 
uncles, and that Aidzu, arch rebel as the Southerners forced 
him to appear, was but a very few years ago an especial 
favourite of the royal family. It was Biduz and his men who 
guarded the royal palace when Chosiu made his raid on Kioto 
during the Stotsbashi-Chosiu war, and who drove the latter away 
after a hand to hand fight in the streets of the sncred city. These, 
like many other events of the last decade in Japan, appear distant 
to us, lost in obscurity, because of our imperfec: knowledge of 
them, but to the Mikado, young as he is, they must be as fresh as 
those of yesterday. Satsuma is placed in an awkward predicament ;. 
on the ome hand he cannot afford to keep up his present large estab- 
lishment at Yedo, but still less can he afford to leave the field to the 
intrigues of his natural enemies, the Northern princes. So long 
as the Mikado is at Yedo, Satsuma must have troops there ready 
for any emergency. Now, to escape the dilemma he was thrown 
into by the avowed unwillingness of the Mikado to return to. 
Kioto, Satsuma, it is said, threatened that he would make the 
Emperor’s brother Mikado, and place him in Kioto, so that 
whether there were to be in future cne Emperor to Japan or two, 
there should be one in Kioto at any rate. Now it is said that the 
recent visit of the Foreign Ministers to Kagosima—Satsuma’s 
capital—was oecasioned solely by these threats of Satsuma to set 
up a rival Emperor, and plunge his unfortunate country once more 
into the horrors of a civil war. 





NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


(VIA SAN FRANCIECO.) 
Juny 15, 1870. 

My previous letter, dated 24th ultimo, via Marseilles, was de- 
spatched from this by the P.M. steamer Oregonian, which vessel 
passed H.B.M. corvette Zebra coming up the harbour, with the 
English mail of the 6th May, forty-nine days. On the 8th 
inst. the British steamer Fusiyama arrived with the French mait 
of 15th April, eighty-four days. The London mail of the 29th 
May arrived here on the 12th inst. in the North German steamer 
Tapangnyo, fifty-three days. H.M.S. Salamis also arrived the 
same day, from Yokohama, with the mail (French) of 13th May, 
sixty-one days. 

Monday, the 4th inst., being the anniversary of American Inde- 
penton the day was kept by the American citizens resident 

ere in the usual manner, but owing to the very small number, 
and there being no vessel of war in harbour, the eveut was an un- 
usually quiet affair. However, illuminations and cracker firing 
were kept up, and marked the day. 

The British steamer Bertha, belonging to Messrs. Adrian and 
Co.’s line, has again become Japanese property, and changed her 
flag at the end of last month, and now flies that of Satsuma. 
The small steamer Flying Cloud, and the schooner G. C. Love, 
have also been changed to the Japanese flag; the latter is now 
employed as a collier, and brings coal from the Takasima mine to 
the store at Sagromatz, which service she is well adapted for, 
owing to her having a flat bottom and a light draught of water. 

The consular body here have addressed a letter to Mons. Leon 
Dury, late H.1.F.M. Consul at this port, expressing their et 
that he has ceased to act in his official capacity ; it also pays him 
a just tribute for his friendly manner to all. 

The Nagasaki Shipping List informs us that it is the intention 
of the Japanese to erect a guard-house at the entrance to this 
settlement, aad looks upon it as a step in the right direction, but 
how the Editor can arrive at such a conclusion I am at a loss to 
understand, as it was clearly proved how useless the former one 
was in times of danger. It was within a few feet of this Ca sen 
that a ruffian in July, 1865, ran, drawn sword in hand, making 
cuts at all who came within his reach, and on his approaching the 
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uard-house, the brave custodians, two boys, shut it up and bolted 
Into the back premises, and nothing has been heard of the scoun- 
drel since.

People here seem very divided in their opinions as to the best 
method of getting the mail punctually. The Nugasaki Ex- 
press says:—“Qur readers are doubtless aware that H.B.M. 
Acting Consul has arranged with the Postmaster-General of 
Hong Kong, that letters addressed to parties here will be de- 
livered in Shanghai on the application of authorised agents, and 
thus allow of their being forwarded by the American mail.’ 
The same paper suggests that our mail be sent to Yokohama and ; 
then to this by the steamer Thabu, which will run shortly. If 
the: latter proposal is adopted it will be a move from bad to ; 
worse ; which my letters to you will clearly prove—in fact the 
present one gives a very goed illustration. I think the best way | 
of getting over the difficulty would be for the postal authorities 
in [ondoa to charge an extra rate on matter when posted, and 

ay the extra local postage to the American postmaster at | 
Bipaghal (letters 6 cents per § oz.—eurrency, I believe—news- 

pers 2 cents each) when they are compelled to send them by the 
aN packets—this would only happen when a British steamer 
was not likely to come over. The present arrangement does very 
well for a makeshift, and when you have personal friends to look 
after your letters; but I know from experience that on the 
arrival of the mail from Europe in Shanghai people are very 
busy, and that our letters are likely to be forgotten. especially 
when a steamer is likely to leave for Nagasaki in an hour or so. 

It will be seen by the movements of H.B.M. ships of war during 
the interval that we have had very little protection. The Zebra left 
this hurriedly for Shanghai on the morning of the 2nd inst. 
where she went to replace the Dwarf; the Grasshopper also left 
for Tientsin at the same time. The Salamis arrived from Yokohama 
on the evening of 12th inst., and coaled next day, and left again 
for Chefoo on the afternoou of the 14th idem. The Adventure also 
came in from Shanghai on the 12th. A French despatch boat 
anchored down the harbour yesterday, coaled, and left again 
shortly afterwards, at Tientsin, it is said. 

In consequence of the: supposed danger at ports in China, the 
ladies and families who anaually leave Shanghai for Chefoo dasiiig 
the hot months, I hear, are coming to this place, and have rented 
several of the deserted bungalows, and many have engaged rooms 
at the Belle Vue Hotel. The present season bids fair to be a 
successful one for Mrs. Stewart, who is just the sort of person to 
cause her visitors to renew their trips next year. 

The announcement of the Japan Customs Loan has given a 
subject for discussion here, and is generally considered to be a 
tisky investment by persons who know the character of the na- 
tives. It is true that they never openly repudiate, but their pro- 
pensity for wriggling out of their engagements is something 
astonishing, and even when mest binding documents have been 
given they will often endeavour to do so. A case occurred here 
some time ago, when the following defence was set up :—“ We 
regret to sey that the agent of the Prince who made this con- 
tract has been brutally murdered.” This is tantamount to say- 
ing that if Her Majesty’s Minister happened to be murdered 
England would not ratify any engagement he had entered into ; 
but in the case of the Japanese it was believed to be untrue, and 
that the Agent had never been murdered at all. 

The state of Japan is very unsatisfactory, and the natives have 
no confidence in the ruling classes, and any attempt to raise a 
loan from their own people would be unsuccessful ; even if they 
were able to lend, they would be unwilling to do so—although 
the Government might offer 24 percent. per annum, When such 
a state of thing exists, I think the subscribers to the loan are en- 
titled to our thanks for the buldness of the step they have taken, 
and even if they have overstepped the bounds of prudence, they 
have the satisfaction of knewing that the name of Englishmen is 
not so bad im these parts as certain M.P.s are. in the habit of 
stating ; for if it was true the J: would never have their 
railway and ptaat, toe, fem a country whose people were hated by 
them. ’ 

‘Pho Japanese being a proud} and haughty race isan additional 
seeurity to. the lenders, as nothing would sting them more than 
pointing to them as a dishonest lut im the event of any attempt 
at repudiation being made by them, and [ believe they would se- 
pay the amount if it were only to prove their worthiness to be ad- 
mitted into the family of civilised nations. 

Pickleness is one of the greatest failings the Japanese have. 
While a thing is a novelty they are enthusiasts, but when the 
novelty has worn off they throw whatever they have on one side 
as a child does broken toys. They buy steamers, and use them 
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as playthings ; not one in ten is used for purposes which is 
likely to repay its cost, and after badly treating them they are 
either resold to foreigners at a great sacrifice, or handed over to 
them for large repairs. Fickleness is not confined to the upper 
classes alone, but descends to the lower classes. Some time ago 
foreign clothes were all the rage, and every native felt himsclf 
bound to become the owner of as much as he could find the means 
of purchasing, and some thought themselves tremendous swells 
when strutting about the settlement dressed only in a shirt and 
a pair of boots. But this soon died out, and a native in foreign 
clothes is a rare sight, excepting the soldiery, who now have a 
regular uniform. 

It may not be uninteresting to some of your readers to know 
some particulars respecting the manner in which the Custom’s 
revenue is collected at this port, especially if they are holders of 
Custom’s Bonds, unless some measures are taken by them; they 
are not likely to get much from this port, as the Chinese, who 
falsify both contents and weights of packages, carry on smug:ling 
to an extent which would surprise people at home. Take, for in- 
stance, sugar ; the weights are declared very often by them at 33 
per cent. below the actual weight, while sugar-candy and the dry 
white are often entered ag rice, which pays no duty at all. The 
valuable article native genseng gets through as Bancha. I could 
give you a long list which would include all the high duty articles 
in the tariff. Your readers will no doubt ask where are the 
custom-house officers all the time this is going on. I will an- 
swer the question. In their proper places, but there are none so 
blind as those who will not see, and it is generally supposed that 
heavy bribes pay them better than their miserable salaries. I 
now find that the Customs allow the Chinese to pass all their 
entries in the “ Celestial tongue,” which makes it more difficult to 
obtain iuformation. The administration of the Customs here you 
will see sadly requires reform, as tho honest traders are quite at a 
disadvantage with the Celestials ; most of whom are open to any- 
thing, from pitch and toss upwards. 

I have written the foregoing to show your readers how dangerous 
it is to lend money to the Japanese, bu: not with the view of mak- 
ing them distrustful For my own part I should like tosee English- 
men lend them more, but on good security ; whici in my opinion 
is only to be obtained through II B.M. Minister at Yedo, for not 
only is it necessary to have the Government seal, but it is also 
necessary to know that the Japanese Minister who signs the bonds 
is authorised to do so on behalf of the Government of the Mikado, 
and then there will be no plea “ that the Minister has been cruelly 
murdered.” Japan would be a fine field for enterprise on the part 
of English capitalists if that dreadful slippery tendency on their 
part to evade their contracts did not exist.

The correspondent of the North China Herald writes :— 

Great uneasiness still prevails in Tientsin, though the arrival of 
H.B.M. ships Dwarf and Avon, and HI-M. Flamme had aided 
to restore partial confidence. The Viceroy, Tseng-kwo-fan, had 
not yet obeyed the Imperial order to visit Tientsin and investigate 
the circumstances of the massacre, but his arrival was daily ex- 
pected. Ill health is said to be his excuse for delay. Tacit sym- 
pathy with the crime is, however, also named as a possible motive. 
Mr. Meadows was the only foreigner who had been into thecity since: 
the outbreak, and he had passed through unmolested ; but it was 
generally believed that his official connection with the Arsenal had 
secured for him this privilege ; and no confidence was created by 
his experience. Itis said, further, that the Manchu in coming 
down the river saw men employed in strengthening the forts ; 
and people on the river were calling out 7a 7a, and making signs 
across their throats. It is evident, therefore, that the excitement 
has not yet subsided, though it may be hoped there is no im- 
mediate danger of further outbreak. 

At Peking, at the date of our latest advices, all was quiet, but 
@ very uneasy feeling prevailed. [I.I.M.Chargé d’Affuires was: 
detained in Peking, the Chinese averring that they could not be - 
answerable. for his safety on his way through Tientsin. We com- 
pletely disbelieve their assertion ; even if the riot had been more 
spontaneous than we believe it to have been, a clear intimation of 
the Emperor's wish would suffice for anyone’s passport. Ching How 
is said to have becn appointed Ambassador to Paris, to apologise 
for the riot; and Messrs. Novion and Imbert of the Custom’s. 
service,.and Mr. J. A.T. Meadows, of the Imperial Arsenal at 
Tientsin, will accompany him. 


CHEFOO. 

A arose on the night of the 3rd, strengthened, we are 
told, by the presence of a number of suspicious characters in the 
settlement, and by an apparent inclination on the part of 
Chinese servants to quit their foreign masters. But nothing 
oceurred to substantiate the alarm ; and the Taotai declares that 
there is no fear of disturbance. These disquieting rumours have 
however, led the eommunity to follow the good example of 
Shanghai in forming a volunteer corps for local defence. But 
there seems every probability of tranquillity being undisturbed.. 
The Chinese authorities have aesured the Consul that there is no 
cause of grievance at the port between the natives and foreigners, 





and no feeling among the people adverse to ourselves. As business 
ness is going on as usual there seems no reason to doubt this. 

The arrival of H.M.S. Grasshopper, Lieut. Hope, R.N., from 
Nagasaki at such an opportune moment bas considerably added to 
the confidence already previously felt. A report will be found 
elsewhere of proceedings at a meeting held for the purpose of 
forming a volunteer corps, and we hear of a subsequent meeting 
at Messrs. Fergusson and Co.'s offices, for the purpose of forming 
& permanent vigilance corps, when resolutions were passed to ob- 
tain a supply of Suider rifles and ammunition, to be used in case 
of emergency. The moderate display of determination on the 
part of this community not to be taken by surprise has had an 
excellent effect on the Chinese, who seem disposed to avoid any 
act thai could give offence. Our pide, epoogen thinks, therefore, 
visitors desiring to enjoy the cool sea breezes of Chefoo during 
the coming hot weather may come in all confidence of not being 
molested. 


SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port now reach to the 14th July. The outward 
mail of 20th May arrived on the 3rd July. 

The absorbing topic was the Tientsen tragedy, and its conse- 
quences. The North China Herald says :— 

It must be understood that the victims were not merely killed 

ina street riot, under the influence of sudden popular excitement, 
but were butchered—by a mob assembled with official counte- 
mance, after deliberate pre-arrangement—with the addition of 
every fiendish torment that the imagination of the rioters could 
invent. The picture must be conceived, of nine defenceless women 
in the hands of a vast mob, looking for instant death as a relief 
almost from their terror, but condemned to first pass through 
a series of mental and physicat tortures almost too horrible 
for recital. Stripped naked before the eyes of their butchers, 
they were not even allowed the mercy of simultaneous death ; 
but were killed one by one, after deliberate mutilation and outrage. 
A picture must be conceived of a woman dragged away from her 
sisters, her eyes dug out. her brea-ts cut off, her quivering body. 
elevated on the point of a spear, the death-blow inflicted only 
after this awful torture, and the survivors told that each one 
would have to go separately through the same process before 
the eyes of the remainder. Our readers will then understand 
what it is the French nation have to avenge, and what it is 
.that the Chinese seek to compensate by a simple apology 
and monetary payment. The Chinese officials appear at the 
present moment to be divided between satisfaction at an injury 
successfully inflicted on foreigners and a dread of its possible 
consequences. Their reliance on their warlike preparations is 
rather shaken now that they have provoked a trial, yet they en- 
tertain a half hope that they will be able to extend the process of 
extermination to all foreigners inthe Empire. It is the opinion of 
nearly every foreigner, and the Chinese themselves admit, that 
any further disaster in the north would be a signal for imme- 
diate outbreak elsewhere ; and that, unless reparation is exacted 
with a firm hand on the spor, the position of foreigners at every 
treaty port will become insecure. 

A very uneasy feeling prevails in the Settlement, from an ap- 
prehension that the first success of the Tientsin outbreak may en- 
courage 8 similar movement here. Reports of proclamations, ex- 
citing the people against foreigners, have been current; and 
though we have failed to obtain a copy there is no doubt that 
such have existed A placard of a hostile nature was found alsoa 
few miles inland, on the Pootung side, near a Catholic church, 
and sent into Shanghai. Innumerable other rumours have been 
curreut—many, no douht, utterly baseless ; but still showing a 
disturbed state of public feeling. The Volunteer Corps is drilling 
actively, in case its services should be needed, and has attained, 
in the short while since its formation, a very fair degree of effi- 
ciency. Ammunition has been served out, and an alarm signal 
and a place of rendezvous agreed on. We are thus prepared, as 
far as possible—in ca-e of the emergency, which we all hope will 

* not arise. It is arranged that Captain Denison, K N., will take 
command of the Corps, if their active services should be claimed. 

An nlarm was raised of an attuck on the French Settle ment ; and 
a large number of foreign residents turned out for its protection. 
Te French Volunteers, a number of the English Corps, a small 
b dy of Ringers and rearly all the French residents, mustered, 
and patrolled the scttlement till an early hour in the morning. 
A guard of a hundred men were also landed from the Zebra, and 
stationed in the British Consular Compound for a short while, but 
were re embarked when it appeared that there was no urgent 
danger. The approaches from the city were guarded, and all 
Chinese were prevented frum entering, though free egress was 
allowed from, the settlement. A slight collision occurred in one 
case in consequence of this order. 

The Chinese Government has appointed Ching How ambassador 
to France, for the purpose of conducting negotiations relative to 
the lute outrage. The appointment of so high an official contrasts 
Strongly with the slight shown in the nomination of the men toac- 
Company Mr. Burlingame, and shows that the Government at least 
Appreciate the gravity of this crisis. But we cannot think an 
official on whom rests suspicion of connivance at the late outbreak 
Will be a. welcome envoy at the Tuileries We think it unde- 
sirable, moreover, that the venue should be thus changed from 
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Peking to Paris, and‘undesirable, therefore, that Ching How should 
leave China before the necessary investigations are entered upon. 

Our readers will probably infer (says the North China Herald) 
with us that there is little fear of disturbance originating with 
the Shanghai men proper; but that there is sufficient risk of dis- 
turbance by bravos acting under higher inspiration to make it 
well worth our while to keep on the alert. The result of the alarm 
on Tuesday night will have proved to the Chinese that we are so ; 
and the unremitting drill of the Volunteers will strengthen the 
evidence. The gun-boat Leven has gone to lie up near the junks, 
for which she would be well able to account, in case the crews be-- 
came unruly ; and the shells of the Zzbra and rifles of the Volun- 
teers should be sufficient to check any attempt at incursion into 
the Settlement. 

Messrs. Lees and Hall, missionaries, have addressed Mr. Lay, 
the acting Consul, in which they conclude :—Our only anxiety has 
been to assist you in forming an accurate idea of what appears to 
us to be the truth in this dreadful business. Much of the evi- 
dence upon which our views are based is already in your hands. 
Further evidence will probably yet be obtainable, and, of course, we 


shall feel it to be our duty to communicate to you anything which ~ 


seems really valuable. It does not lie within our province to do 
more. We would only, therefore, express the fervent hope that 
such action will now at length be taken by civilised powers as 
to make the repetition of such awful deeds impossible. If crimes 
like these are permitted to pass unpunished, what may we not 
look for in the future? Certainly, on this occasion, nothing but 
the gracious care of God has prevented Tientsin from becoming a 
second Cawnpore. 

The Evening Courier says :— 

We hear that pending the appointment of a Vice-Consul for 
Shanghai to replace Mr. R. J. Forrest, who leaves for England. 
Mr. J. P. M. Frazer will take charge of the Vice-Consul’s 
office, and Mr. H. Margary will act as Assessor at the Mixed 
Court. 

- It is said that a nephew of Tseng-kwo-Fan arrived here a few 
days ago to enter on the duties of sea Arte to which office he has 
been appuinted. The title implies duties analogous to those of 
ort-admiral with us. He ranks next to the Taoutai, and with a 

‘aoutai whose eccentricities are excused on the ground that he 
has had no experience in dealing with foreigners, and a Haifung 
so-closely related to the very head and embodiment of Cninese 
anti-foregn feeling, we have little prospect of satisfactory rela- 
tions with the loce@uthorities at the present crisis.

(FROM A CORRESPOMDENT.) 
July 13, 1870. 

You will have received full particulars Qf the massacre at 
Tientsin by last mail. The most important Qdditional informa- 
tion to hand up to this time is the fact o& the French Con- 
sul having been murdered in the official residen@® °F “ Yamun” of 
Ching How, the chief authority at Tientsin. pe only survivor, 
who was concealed in the Yamun., heard and saw hat took lace. 
The Consul wag first speared in the thigh by one Qf Ching How's 
soldiers, and when he went to the outer door he wit attacked by 
the soldiers and mob and killed. This same Ching OW !0 whose 
house the French Consul was murdered, is appointed by the Em- 
peror Ambassador to France. A more gross insul® W@8 never 
offered to any nation. 

This Tientsin massacre ought to arouse the attenf 
Government and people at home ; but, judging from i 
of the Home Government in the Greek massacre. but® little can 
be expected from them. The policy of the English G@vernment 
in refusing to protect their subjects in China, while posigessing an 
undoubted treaty right, and censuring their officials Mpcre, and 
submitting to every species of insult from the Chinese 
murder, has emboldened them to commit the atrocities th 
done, expecting, of course, the promised impunity in consid 
of paying some blood money. If the French or English 4 
ments do not inflict a heavy puuishment on the mandarir, 
people of Tientsin, good-bye to any security of life for forelm 
in this savage country. The Chinese already say that it is d 
small affair, and can be settled by paying some money. 

All nationalities here sympathise with the French unde 
great a calamity, which comes nearest to the Cawnpore massa’ 
in everything except numbers; but it is impossible to ascert4 
even now how many Europeans have been murdered. 

After an experiénce of twenty-five years in China, my opinion 
is that’ the Chinese never believed the stories circulated, bué 
merely‘ tised them as a pretext to exterminate the foreigners 
and the exemption of the English settlement from attack a¢ 
Tientsin was owing to the fact of its being defensible. It ig 
situated two miles from the Chinese city, and has 80 Open space 
around it, where an attacking party could be easily shot down, 
The French Consul’s residence was in the Chinese city, and inde- 
fensible. Twelve French gunboats havealready gone to Tientsin, 
and the Admiral is expected shortly from Saigon, as the Vile 
steamer, on her way to Kngland. was ehartered to deliver a letter 
at Saigon to the French Admiral, advising him of what had taken 
place. It is to be hoped that this Chung How, the arch murderer, 
ray be taken and hanged before he can have an opportunity of 
insulting still further the French nation, already 60 outraged. 
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A feeling of insecurity exists at all the outlying stations, and the 
demeanour of the Chinese has become most insulting ; and even in 
the French settlement at Shanghai they have supulted foreigners. 
Last night the guards were doubled in the French settlement, as 
the walls of the city were placarded with threatening notices 

inst the French. Had there been even a solitary np hee at 
Tientsin, the massacre might have been prevented, and a fleet at 
Chefoo could have avenged the outrage in a few days. Now that 
the mischief is done we shall have a large naval force going to the 
gulf of Pechelee, and most likely doing nothing, as the hands of 
the authorities are so tied by instructions from home. Every 
day brings fresh proofs of the complicity of the Mandarins in the 
murders. « 

P. 8—Shanghai is now in a state of commotion, as the Chinese 
have commenced to threaten foreigners, particularly French ; 
200 men were landed last night from H.M.S. Zebra, to guard 
the French settlement, and the volunteers were on duty all night. 
The priests and sisters were brought to the French Consulate. 
Stones were thrown at the French Police Station, but no harm 
done. One Chinese soldier was cut down, as a small mandarin 
and party of soldiers tried to force their way into the French 
settlement. The volunteers are drilling every evening ; things are 
very unsettled, and all now depends upon a speedy and severe 
retribution falling upon the mandarins and people of Tientsin, 
otherwise more murders will be committed. 





AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Jury 13, 1870. 

There is no special news just now in Amoy. Indeed, every other 
subject seems for the present to be overshadowed by the startling 
event that has just taken place in Tientsin. News has come down 
the coast that a mob had there attacked the Roman Catholic 
mission and had murdered several of the missionaries, as well 
as the nuns that were residing in the city. The French Consul 
also, who had gone to their assistance, had fallen a victim to 
the brutality of the mob. In all, according to the report, 
some ten or eleven persons are said to have been killed. It 
is to be hoped that further accounts will modify somewhat this 
disastrous story, though, from the private accounts that have been 
received here, it is to be feared that it is but too fearfully true. Of 
course, as usual, those delightful characters, the literati, are said 
to be at the bottom of the whole. Anyone who knows anything 
of Chinese life will have very little difficulty in believing this. 
‘These are the men that Western governments are just now s0 
particularly tender about, for whom such a concern is manifested 
that their own countrymen would be snubbed in order to pay due 
regard to them. It is to be hoped that a fact like this will con- 
vince our rulers that China cannot yet be placed on a footing of 
equality with the civilised nations of the West. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates from this port are to the 21st July. The outward mail of 
10th June arrived on 18th July. 

There is but little local news, the papers being full of the 
Tientsin tragedy. The China Mail says :— 

There is a rumour—it can be nothing else, though it may fore- 
shadow a fact—that the Emperor has acted promptly on M 
Rochechouart’s telegraphic message ; that he has sent an Imperial 
ultimatum, demanding a material guarantee pending negotia- 
tions ; and, following the example of Great Britain on a certain 
other occasion of stern political necessity, that he has backed up 
his demand by the despatch of an expeditionary force, military 
and naval, strong enough to compel acceptance of the wltimatum, 
if compulsion should prove necessary. The expedition will leave 
Marseilles and will proceed via the Bass Canal. [How cruelly the 
French in China will find themselves pucrierall 

We hear with regret, of the sudden death of the Very Reverend 
Pe. Jorge, Acting Bishop of Macao. His reverence complained 
of some slight indisposition a few days previous to his death, but 
nothing of a serious nature was apprehended until on the 14th 
at one o'clock, when his illness assumed a serious form, and he 
sank a few minutes afterwards. His reverence had acted as 
schoolmaster for upwards of twenty-five years, and was much 
respected and esteemed by the Macaences. 

he clergy of Macao have now requested the Rev. Padre 
Remedios, the brother of the Portuguese Consul here, to fill pro 
tem. the office of acting bishop until a new one is nominated by 
the Archbishop of Goa.

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dividend on the paid-up capital at the rate of sixteen per cent. 
per annum, and carrying $30,000 to the credit of depreciation 
and reserve account, 

The Hong Kong Hotel Company's half-yearly meeting was held 
on the 15th, when, also, the report was unanimously adopted, show- 
ing a balance to credit of $5,552.55, thus reducing the debt of the 
company to $8,496.76. 7 








PHILIPPINES. 
—o-— 
MANILA. : 

The Spanish barque Zetuan, which vessel left this for Liverpool, 
via Cebi, on March 31, put back to Zamboanga where she arrived 
on June 22 last. Being off Celebes Island on the 8th part of 
the crew mutined, killing the first and second mates and the boat- 
swain, and, as rumoure goes, two more of the crew, wounding at the 
same time the apprentice and carpenter. The captain leaped over- 
board, and in the quarrel which ensued amongst the three prin- 
cipal leaders, about who was to follow the ot dige to despatch him, 
they fought aud murdered each other. The remainder of the 
crew lowered a boat and took the captain on board, who carried 
the vessel to Zamboanga, from where the Perla del Ucceano brought 
the news here. ° . : . 

The following extract from a private letter from Manila, June 9, 
has been kindy banded to us ( China Mail) :—“ The English barque 
Petunia, just in from Hong Kong, picked up a little steamer be- 
tween this and that port. Sho is without name; no papers or 
persons on board, and in no way damaged. Is ahout 53 feet long 
and 13 wide, and painted red. She was prone cut adrift from 
some vessel which had her in tow, as she was found with two 
hawsers out which had been cut.” There is no doubt that this 
derelict is the Sultan Muda, built in Hong Kong for Mr. Thomas 
Howard, and intended by him to be used in developing his trade 
with Coti and other places in Borneo. The little craft is fitted 
with engines especially made for her in Scotland. She departed 
from here a short time ago in tow of one of Mr. Howard’s vessels ; 
when the journey was about half accomplished a storm came on 
during the night, the towing hawsers parted—not “cut,” as the 
letter says—and nothing more was seen of her, though search was 
made for several days in the neighbourhood of the place where the 
parting occurred. 








SIAM.

BANGKOK, 

Dates by this mail extend to the 8th July. From the Summary 
we learn that the large estate of the late Chow Phya T’ipa Ka- 
rawongsa Maha Kosa Bipa Bawdee, valued at about $500,000, is at 
the disposal of his Grace the Regent, who is said to intend to 
devote part of it to the construction of roads, canals, and bridges. 
Nothing is said about the endowment of schools, but it is felt that 
education is the primary want of Siam just now. 

An Embassy, consisting of Phraya Rat, ambassador, Nai 
Phawn, secretary, and Mons. L, Pilfert, interpreter, appointed by 
the Court of Siam to proceed to Saigon to settle some matters 
with the French authoritles, left Bangkok in H.S.M.'s steamer 
Regent on the 27th June. 

On the same date the American steamer Coetey returned, having 
on board the French and U.S. Consuls. 

The cremation of the remains of the eldest sister of the present 
Chow Phya Yomarat, and daughter of the late Chow Koon Me-t’-ap, 
was consummated in Wat Sumplung. H.M. the supreme King 
ignited the pyre; H.M. remained in the Wat about half an hour, 
and then returned to the palace. 

When will the Government of Siam follow the example set it 
by the Japanese and commence“ the work of putting down Budd- 
hism?” A proclamation has been issued ordering that all Shinto 
Alias (Temples of the Kami or gods) should be forthwith purged 
of all Buddhist idols. In consequence of this edict one of the 
stock sights of visitors of Yokohama,—the gigantic bronze statue 
of Daiboots at Kamakura,—is likely to dissappear from its pe- 
destal, where for about six hundred years it has sat in serene and 
solemn majesty. The image is for sale, and will probably be 
bought by some one for the metal it contains, as it will be impos- 
sible to remove it without breaking it up. 

The case of the United States v. steamer Coetey was decided in 
in the U.S. Consular Court, when half the Coetey was adjudged 
forfeited to the United States. A brief report of the proceedings 
will appear in the next mail. : 

The steamer Chow Phya reportsthat the British steamer Bang- 
kok, on her passage to Singapore, struck on a reef, four or five 
miles below point Romania. Her fore-foot rested on either a 
rock or hard bottom for about seven hours, and she only got off 
when the flood made. She mado no water after the accident, but 
probably she will have to be docked. 

Bangkok is-full of people;from the country, who have come at 
the call of the Government to have their names enrolled or re-en- 
rolled on the books of the lords or chiefs to which they respec- 
tively belong. In this enrolment, called Sat, every man is obliged 
to receive an indelible mark on his fore-arm or side, denoting the 
chief to whom he belongs. They are of four classes. 1st. The 
Prei-luangs, or servants of the Government, who are obliged to 


for the past six months showed a profit of $80,204.21, paying a give one-fourth of all their time to the king’s business. 2nd. The 
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class de1cminated look-scm, literally children suitable—that is 
suitable or proper for the chief ruler as appendages of dignity, 
being liable some times to be called to hard service. 3rd. The 
clags called “’a-nai, young men regarded as the personal servants 
of chief rulers, but not liable to be called to hard service. 4th. 
The clase of mahat-lake- Chow, men who perform light gentlemanly 
service for the chief princes, as the company of Mahat-lakes do for 
the kings. In short, nearly all persons who receive no salary 
from the Government are obliged to be Saked, or thus marked and 
all other subjects are enrolled on the Government lists of beawat 
men, that is men who teceive salaries from the royal treasury 
ranging frm $2.40 to $960. These ansual stipends are con- 
sidered not as equivalents fcr services performed for the State, but 
rather as an indication of the degree of rank given them by the 
State and the amount of freedom they each enjoy in taking b. ibes 
from the plebeijang and squeezing them for their time and money. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 


SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 29th July. On the 2ist the 
P. and O. steamer Columbian arrived with the London mails of 
17th June. 

ELE. the Governor returned from his visit to the native rulers 
along the east coast of the Malay Peninsula, on the 16th in the 
Peiho. The Maharajah of Johore, who accompanied him in the 
Rainbow, returned on the 18th. The object of the visit, we are 
told, was to make the acquaintance of the Rajah of Calantan, and 
to make friendly visits to the Sultan of Tringanu and the Banda- 
hara of Pahang. H E. was well received both at Calantan and 
Tringanu, but the Bandahara of Pahang was absent in the country 
when the steamers arrived, and, therefore, they had no opportunity 
of seeing him. A murrain among cattle had prevailed both at 
Tringanu ard Calantan, which had proved very fatal, and had 
caused great distress; it was eaid to be spreading across the pe- 
ninsula in the direction of Penang. 

In the Legislative Council the Malacca land question has been 
again discussed. Mr. Thomas Scott asked Government to lay on 
the table such papers as will afford the Council an opporeuniy of 
forming an opinion on the subject ; to which the Governor replied 
that the matter was not in a state to be laid before the Council. 
As the Malacca land question has becn made the subject of local 
legislation, it is to be regretted the Government was not in a posi- 
tion to explain the state of affairs there. 

An alteration bas been made in the days of sailing of the 
B.LS.N. Company’s steamers during the months of August and 
September, and the next one to arrive here was to leave Calcutta 
on the 20th July, and is due at this port on Thursday, the-4th 
August. The following steamer will leave Calcutta on the 17th 
August, and is due here on Thursday, the lst September. After 
tirat, they will again fall due here every fourth Saturday as 
hitherto. 

Some very strange rumours are current here regarding the 
steamer Fatr Singapore, which vessel has been trading between 
this port, Malacca and Penang, for some time past. This vessel, 
according to the shipping reports, Jeft here on Saturday last, 
having cleared under Tpritish colours for Malacca and Penang as 
usual; but it is seserted that she is no longer a British owned 
ship—in fact, that she has been purchased by the Rajah of 
Quedah, manned by European sailors, and armed expressly to 
enable this Rajah to carry on the war with the Rajah of Klang 
—the result of a family quarrel. If there is any foundation for 
these reports the fact does not speak much for the vigilance of 
our authorities. 


PENANG. 

The London Mission Chapel] and the Boys’ School in Farquhar- 
street have been pulled down. The chapel was built fifty years 
ago, at a cost of $6,0C0. In our own time Scotch Presbyterians, 
Baptists, Plymouth Brethren, and others, have worshipped in the 
chapel. ‘The attendance was never great, and the concern has 
been a total failure. As emphatically remarked, “there has been 
no result,’ and that was the reason why the London Mission 
Society sold the grounds. A trial of fifty years, and an expendi- 
ture of fifty thousand dollars at least, with half-a-dozen Christian 
Chinete to show fcr the money, is certainly discouraging enough. 

The new Excise Act, which cane into operation on the 15th 
July, will cause a loss to our Municipal Revenue of a consider- 
able sum. Alilough a portion of the fines under the Act will go 
to the Government, und from that to the Municipality, and the 
effect of giving a mciety of tbe fines under it to the farmer may 
be to increase his activity, still the clauee forbidding him to com- 
promise offences which was in the old Act and has been left out 
of the new once vitiates everything. 


THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE, 

Concerning this atrocious outrage, of which we gave particulars 
in our last, we have received the following from a correspondent, 
dated Shanghai, July 14th. 

There is not a shadow of doubt that the massacre was instigated 
by officials. A certain Szechuen mandarin, who was on active 
service at Nanking as a ti-tee or general officer, when Rochechouart 
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was there, came into coliision with the latter, and was somewhat 
curtly treated. This man is the intimate friend of the Fu of 
Fientsin, and went to Tientsin a few days be‘ore the incendia 
prociamation was issued. It is thought that Tsing Kuer-fan was 
also an instigator, for the secret memorial shows that Tsing 
is bitterly opposed to foreigners, though he quite appreciates 
their power. Moreover, Tsing is a man of - vast ambition, 
and has been very badly used by his Government, being 
practically degraded from the post of Governor-General to that 
of Governor. He was formerly Governor-General of Kiangeu, 
Kiangse, and Auhuie, and is now Governor-General of Chihly 
only. If, therefore, he could inflict injury on foreigners, and, ab 
the same time, bring down their vengeance on Peking, he would 
be zing two birds with one stone. As an illustration of the 
pride of his family, his son, who is a distinguished man of let- 
ters, refused to pass any examination, which is the portal of 
official life. Pressure, however, was brought to bear on the Court, 
and, the other day, young Tsing was appointed dy edict to a secre- 
bas re in one of the Peking boards. 

ut although undoubtedly instigated by officials, the massacre 
cannot be said to have been officially originated. The Cabinet 
here had nothing to do with it, beyond being so weak that they 
are mere puppets in the hands of the anti-foreign party, and, there- 
fore, unable to inspire any fear of consequences from home falling 
on the perpetrators of the outrage. ence at present there is 
no ground for war. That ground must arise from the refusal of 
the Chinese to meet the demands of the French. Now, what 
ought the French to do and to demand? In the first place, it is 
now officially announced that Ching Haw, accompanied by. Mr. 
Meadows, head of the Imperial arsenal at Tientsin, and Hoare. 
Novion and Im bert, of the Customs service, will, within a month, 
leave for Paris to negotiate the matter. It is important to notice 
that Ching How isnot, in the eyes of his countrymen, a high man- 
darin. He is Foreign Commissioner at Tientsin. He has never go- 
verned a province, and, in fact, his official existence is altogether 
anon alous. He is appointed solely to control the “ barbarians,’ 
and if foreigners left China to-morrow. Ching How would become a 
mere private individual, and would probably return to mercantile 
life. His Legation to Paris is, therefore, a mere “coolie Legation,” 
and the French Government will make a great mistake if they re- 
ceive it officially. The Chinese do not understand the co 
which causes their envoys to be received at foreign Courts, when 
they keep their own ruler inviolate from the pollution of foreign 
eyes. They, consequently, regard every Muillencs granted to a 
“coolie Minister” as an act of submission. 

The French ought to iusist upon an audience of the Emperor, 
either by Rochechouart or by a special envoy. Bruce had am- 
bassadorial powers in reserve, should he ever stand in need of 
them—a fact which cannot be too generally known. Roche: 
chouart ought to be appointed to conclude this affair, or else the 
Chinese will say that 4 being superseded by someone else is & 
mark of disgrace; but it is also necessary that he should be 
armed with ambassadorial letters, and firmly demand a garrison 
Taku, with at least two regiments, at the expense of the Chinese 
Government, who are confessedly unable to control their own ser- 
vants and subjects. All this ought to be done before the winter. 
For three months Peking, Tientsin, and Newchwang are cut oft 
from help, and during those months God ‘knows what may hap- 
pen to the foreign residents ! 

A mixed commission should also be appointed to try the offend- 
ers, and, if it takes ten years to detect them, lot the guilty parties 
be brought to justice ; when convicted they should be executed by 
the French. Hanging is an “honourable” death among the 
Chinese ; beheading is the usual process; but neither of these 
forms of execution would suit the present case. Special emer- 
gencies demand special means. ‘The condemned should be blown 
from the mouths of guns. We know what the effect of this was 
in India—it would be immeasurably greater here. 

Lastly, indemnity, cession of territory, or whatever else the 
French Government may demand, should be insisted on, under 
penalty of war. Do not be deceived into the mistake that the 
present massacre isanythingexceptional. International law does 
not recognise either consuls or nuns, as such ; therefore what the 
Chinese have to account for are certain atrocious murders com- 
mitted by persons whose official position infinitely aggravates 
their offence. Such murders may, at any moment, be sepesteds 
because the Chinese Government has not the power, if it has the 
inclination, to exercise proper control over powerful official subor- 
dinates, who are subordinates only inname. Unless a epaegal ry 
ation is exacted for the Tientsin Waseacrs, foreigners lives will 
no longer worth a day's purchase in China; and no European can 
feel justified in keeping his wife and family here to share his dan- 
gers. Decision and promptitude may restore security on @ per- 
manent basis, but nothing else will du, and no time is to be lost. 
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MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

7 
8rr,—I have rend carefully the article headed “ Missionaries in 
China” in your Express of May 4th, and wish to offer some re- 
marks on the reply of Sir Rutherford Alcock, of which you give 
a summary, to the question whether any British subject (he is 
dealing with the claim of missionaries) has a right to hold any 
land or building in China away from an open port.

thereon at pleasure.” There is here a most ample concession to 
French missionaries of the right in question ; but Sir Rutherford 
Aleock replies that this article is not in the French version of the 
Convention, and nothing, therefore, can be argued from it, because 
by Art. III. of the Treaty between France and China, signed. at 

ientesin, June 27, 1858, it is stipulated thaé the French version 
of that and all other engagements. between the two Empires shall 
be the only authoritative one. 

There is thus brought clearly to: the notice of the public, for 
the first time, a very strange fact, on which I should like to 
address a few inquiries to Sir Rutherford Alcock. 

I—Who foisted such an important article into the Conven- 
tion between the Emperors of France and China ? 

II.—How came the Chinese Government to accept an article 
which must have been so distasteful to it, and a portion of which is 
really oppressive and unjust ? 

Il1.— How came the French Government to allow the introduc- 
tion of such an article, and thereafter to insist, as it has done, on 
the fulfilment of it? 

IV.—How came the Ambasendors of Great Britain and the 


United States to be silent on a transaction of so doubtful a cha- | 


racter? Something was whispered about it, for the member for 
Chelsea, in writing to The Zimes, about the time of the Yang- 
chow imbroglio, affirmed that the article in question was a forgery, 
about which something might be learned at the Foreign Embas- 
sies- in Peking. But the representatives of the nations above- 
mentioned should have spoken out boldly on the matter. Of 
whom were they afraid? Let me observe, however, leaving the 
article in the French Convention, that what we call the “ most 
favoured nation clause” is tu the effect that ‘‘ the British Govern- 
ment and its subjects shall be allowed free and equal participation 
in all privileges, immunities, and advantages that may have been, 


or may hereafter be, granted by his Majesty the Emperor of | 


China to the Government or subjects of any other nation.” There 
is no limitation to the application of this provision by the condi- 
tion that “the privileges, immunities. and advantages” shall be 
granted by solemn treaty. Given the fact that they are actually 
granted by the Government of China to subjects of any other na- 
tion, and it would seem to follow from the wording of Art. 54 of 
our treaty that they must be granted to British subjects as well. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock should not say that it is merely “on 
sufferance that French missionaries are permitted to exercise the 
right of internal residence in a limited degree.” Everybody 
knows that that right aud other privileges are conceded to them, 
it may be not heartily, but, actually, in an unlimited degree. 

The dreadful massacre at Tientsin on the 2ist ult. shows at 
what risks the treaty rights of foreigners in China have to be 
asserted even in the open ports; but it isan all but universal 
conviction of Europeans and Americans in this part of the world 
that the tragedy, which will by this time be thrilling the civilised 
world with horror, has been caused in a great measure by the 
want of boldness and decision in the representatives and Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, in insisting on the rights of their country- 
men. There will soon, in all probability, be a readjustment of all 
foreign relations with the Empire of China, which will be satis- 
factory only by the co-operation of all Western nations in it. Let 

m act together in confidence and candour, and with decision, 
and we may hope for a new settlement, with happier issues than

TEA. 

Yoxrouawa, JuLy 21.—A somewhat brisk demand had resulted in 
rather heavy settlements, amounting to about 6,000 piculs; making 
settlements since the last American mail fully 8,000 piculs. These con- 
sisted of good medium to choice grades, and were principally for the 
New York market. Prices had ruled very firm, and higher rates than 
those quoted had been paid, but a cessation in the demand during the 
few days preceding the close had caused a slightly easier tendency, 
and closing prices were the same as those last quoted. Supplies had 
more than met the demand, and the stocks were increased and of good 
quality. The Pacific mail steamer took a large quantity both from 
China and Japan. The Chloris would sail on the 22nd July for New 
York with 357,531 Ibs.; there were several vegsels offering for the same 
port. The closing quotations were :—Comimon and good common, no- 
minal; medium, $37 to 39 per picul; yood medium, $40 to 43; 
fine, $44 to 47 per picul; finest, $48 to 50; choice, $51 to 55. 

HroGo anp Osaka, Jury 16.—After the departure of last mail con- 
siderable settlements wero made, and prices advanced Rios 8 and 
upwards on last quotations. The market closed weak, and many holders 
were anxious to realise at reduced prices. ‘The high opening rates had 
caused unusually heavy arrivals for this periud of the season. Arrivals 
estimated at about 4,600 piculs; settlements at about 2,600 piculs ;

no advance in rates. Ningchow ‘Teas possessing point, but of the doubt- 
ful keeping capacity peculiar to this class of Tea, were quality considered, 
decidedly higher, and few desirable parcels had been purchased at the 
previous quotations ; natives had yielded to some extent in the price of 
common Teas, and these descriptions had been bought at lower rates 
than were before demanded. Supplies had continued to come forward 
freely, as evidenced by the fact that although no less than 100,000 
chests had becn purchased during the month, stocks still continued as 
large as 86,000 chests, Few parcels possessing desirable characteristics 
remained unsold, and the bulk of the stock consisted of dry and dusty 
Ningchows, slighted Oopacks, and Shantams, of almost matchless in- 
feriority, mostly held for priccs beyond their home values, judged by the

Hankow—Meeasrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co. report as follows, under 
date 9th July:—Since 25th ult. our Tea market has been very quict. 
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Settlements for the fortnigl.t are 9,268 chests and 1,800 half-chests, the 
greater part of thesc bein g made in the carlier part. Prices from 13 
to 22}. During tle Jast weck little or nothing has been done, the only 
business being tceven or eight bartcr operations. Stocks are now very 
small, and only one or two parcels having any approach to quality remain 
son offer. For these, Teamen are asking high prices, and they will pro- 
bably soon be placed upon the Shanghai maiket. Some five or six mus- 
~~ters of the second crop Tea huve arrived, but being very inferior in quality 
have met with little favour.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

Tae details of this horrible affair are now before us, and 
of all the ghastly stories ever presented to us from Chiun we 
must give this the foremost place. We find no difficulty in 
tracing out the origin of this tragedy, although some of our con- 
temporarics are disposed to attribute it to the rash conduct 
of the unfortunate French Consul, M. Fontanier. Long 
before this unfortunate gentleman was cut down, however, 
the cruel deeds were decided on, and we have no patience 
with the cold-blooded people, both in China and here, who 
always seek to show that it is the fault of the foreigner. 
The alleged cause of the catastrophe, the abduction of chil- 
dren, is not inauy way borne out. That the Roman Catho- 
lic missionaries in China have made a practice of taking inte 
their seminaries children who would have been cast either 
into the pond or otherwise disposed of we know full well. 
What more particularly concerns us is the people who 
bear authority in China, and who, for their own purposes, can 
rule them well enough. We must bring Western affairs with 
China into such a shape as wi!l secure us against the rabble 
taking the law into their own hands. For years past our 
representative at Peking has been urging upon our Govern- 
ment the policy of having our grievances referred to the 
Central Government, and patiently await the issue, when,of 
course, any attempt at retribution would be futile, and yet 
here we have the inhabitants of Tientsiv, a city only eighty 
miles from Peking, committing an atrocity like this _ What 
other conclusion can we come to but that the local magis- 
trates take the part of their own rabble? Never was there a 
clearer case. The event did not take place in the dead of 
night on a surprise, but in broad daylight, and the 
French Consul was actually before the chief authority, 
Cuune How, pleading for protection, which, had it been 
promptly rendered, would have stopped the slaughter. 
Instead of this, we find that Cauna How does not disturb 
himself, and that the Consul is cut down while leaving his 
Yamun. Will any further proof be required of the utter 
impossibility of treating China on a civilised and equal foct- 
ing? If we were prepared to accept the position, it was quite 
clear that the Chinese were not prepared to do the same to 
us. It isa great calamity that the French are not in a posi- 
tion to obtain immediate satisfaction. As already stated, the 
least that they should insist on would be the execution of the 
ringleaders, the rebuilding of all the places destroyed, and an 
indemnity for each life destroyed to be bestowed on the 
friends of the deceased. It should be also stipulated that 
the means of defraying the latter should be levied from the 
inhabitants of Tientsin. We are indeed glad to observe that 
Mr. Lay, the acting British Consul, adopted a resclute tone 
in this melancholy affair.

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LONDON VERSUS THE FAR EAST. 

Ir is extraordinary how little attention is given to the rapid 
loading and discharge of sailing vessels and steamers in this 
country. In the docks in London ships may be seen lying 
for three to six weeks discharging a cargo of Eastern produce. 
Then often they have to be towed a mile up the river to be 
sighted in a dry dock, and back again to a fresh loading berth, 
where another month (and often two) is wasted while cargo 
comes creeping down, sometimes in a lighter covered with a 
miserable tarpaulin, quite insufficient to keep out a heavy 
rain, and sometimes in a railway truck, protected by a mate- 
rial of no better description. ‘The result of all this is incal- 
culable loss to the shipowner, whose property is eating its 
head off for some three months, trouble aud vexation to the 
merchant, who never knows when he is going to receive his 
goods from abroad, or when his outward venture is to be started, 
loss to the underwriters, for we believe that in many instances” 
they are called upon to pay for damage that has been done 
by the carelessness of railway officials and lightermen. In-: 
deed, so evident is this to us, that we have often wondered 
that surveyors are not appointed by Luoyp’s to examine’ the 
goods going on board the various vessels in the docks. We 
have been astonished to see how all these evils can be reme- 
died in ports on the other side of the world, possessed of 
none of the wealth or facilities ready to the hand in London, 
Liverpocl, or Glasgow. We read, for example, that at the 
new harbour of Singapore (Tanjong-Pagar) a vessel of any 
size may be discharged and loaded within ten days, and that 
if she requires cleaning or repairs she can be hauled into a 
granite dry dock only a few yards from her berth. Again, 
the facilities for coaling steamers are almost unparalleled. 
We see a steamer—the Diomed, 1,200 tons—coming 
in at two hours past midnight, and leaving ain 
at half-past nine in the morning, having taken of board 
377 tons coals. Work of this kind is nothing excep- 
tional ; it is a thing of daily occurrence, and is enough to 
put to shame, if anything could do it, the docks in this 
country. To the shipowner disgusted with the delays in- 
separable from his business in England, Singapore must ap- 
pear a marine paradise. Why so small a place should be in 
a position to offer advantages unknown to this country we 
cannot pretend to say ; but we will venture to affirm that 
there must be in the direction of a dock that can do such 
work as we have described administrative ability as well as 
enterprise—two qualities altogether wanting, it would seem, 
in these “boards” that manage similar companies at home. 


THE WAR AND THE POSITION. 
(London and China Express, Sept. 2.) 

Tue lull between the encounters of the contending armies 
was again disturbed on the 30th August by anotber engage- 
ment between the Kine and General MacMauon, near Beau- 
mont, on the left bank of the Meuse, when the French were 
completely routed and driven back with great loss, several 
miles towards the Belgian frontier. Their encampments 
were taken by the invaders, and the number of their 
prisoners was too great to be ascertained, even approxi- 
mately, up to the time of our last advices. Another 
and a most crushing defeat has thus been added to the 
unvaried record of French disasters in the present war, 
almost at the same moment that another battle, with a 
like result, was being fought at Carignan, which is on the 
eastern side of the Meuse, between Sedan and Montmédy. 
From these reports from opposite sides of the river it appears 
almost certain that MacMauon must have been attacked 
while in the act of crossing the river, in the forlorn hope of 
hurrying to the relief of Metz. And these defeats appear to 
have been almost courted by the miserable yeneralship of 
MacManon. Once again have vacillation, waste of time, and 
the apparent absence of a fixed plan thrown away the largo 
force which, by a supreme effort, had been re-gathered under 
the command of the French Marshal. Eight days should 
have sufficed fer his march the whole distance between Rheims 
and Metz. MacMauon had the start of the German Prince 
by at least thirty-six hours ; and yet, after eight days’ march,

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE, 
(THE TIMES.) 

The details we published on Tuesday of the Massacre at Tientsin on thie 
2Qlet of Jast June prove tho French to have been the victims of one of 
the most horrible outrages ever perpetrated against foreigners by a semi- 
barbarian race. As many as twenty-two persons, besides natives, were 
savagely murdered in a brief outburst of popular fury. The French 
Consul und one of his assistants were cut to pieces at the very duors of 
the Governor of the city, if not in his very presence; the French Con- 
sulate was attacked ; the buildiug was sacked and burnt; and a French 
gentleman and his wife, the guests of the Consul, were murdered and 
mutilated. At the same moment a furious onslaught was directed 
against the French missionary establishment. The Prics!s and Sisters : 
of Mercy were murdered with every circumstance of brutal atrocity. 
Their bodies were mutilated and burnt, and the Sisters, it is feared, were 
subjected to still more abominable outrages. The native converts were 
burnt; and, in the confusion, thirty or forty children from the Orphan. 
age wero suffocated. The details are too horrible for repetition. It is 
enough to say that all the cruelty and barbarity of which the Chinese 
nature is capable were wreaked on tlhe Frenchmen and the helpless 
Frenchwomen who happened to be within reach of the mob. 

We do not dwell upon these points merely for the sake of discussing 
the duty of the French, or the degree of punishment to be exacted. It 
is of the highest interest to ourselves to inquire whether, as some are 
realy to allege, this is a new instance of an inextinguishable hatred of 
foreigners, and of the interested connivance of the magisterial class in 
China, or whether it can in any degree be accounted for by exceptional 
considerations. The circumstances connected with the outbreak seem 
to favour the latter supposition. It was not directed against foreigners 
as such. It was entirely aimed at the Roman Catholic Mission in 
Tientsin and at the French, as (hose who promote the Mission. Three 
Russians, indeed, were killed, but they were mistuken for Frenchmen, 
and when other Russians, on being attacked, made known their na~ 
tionality they were at once let alone. No attack was made on the 
Foreign Settlement, and Englishmen, Germans, und Swiss, who were 
in the Chinese quarter of Tientsin at the time of the outrage, came 
down next day to the Forcign Settlement unmolested. The reason of 
this singular concentration of animosity is not far to seek. The prin- 
cipal element in the Roman Catholic missionary operations was an 
orphanage. It was the plauvf. the French priests and Sisters to obtain 
the charge of friendless cl: Nia to bring them up as Cliristians, and, 
when thoy had grown up, to e# Nish them in the country as the heads 
of Christian familics. The plan is said to be successful, but it is obvious 
that questions of extreme delicacy are liable to be teuched in obtaining 
possession of these children. Kidnapping is a regular, though infumous 
trade in China, and a custom also prevails for parents to sell their chil- 
dren when young. The missionaries, it appears, hatl the inconceivable 
rashness to intrust their native-converts with money for the purpose of 
buying these little slaves to be turned into Christian recruits. ‘The in- 
tention inay be unexceptionable, but the process is open to the gravest 
suspicion; and it is belicved that some of those converts pocketed the 
money and supplied the children by the cheaper process of kidnapping. 
Is it the least to be wondered at that “an ignorant, superstitious, and 
prejudiced people conceived the most violent suspicions of tho:e who 
propagated an ulien religion by proceedings so capable of abuse? Las 
there not been a Mortara case in Europe? Within this very year have 
we not had remarkable experience of the suspicions which even English 
gentlemen can entertain of Roman Catholic cunvents? According to 
our correspondent, the people of Tientsin, again following examples 
very near home, demanded a strict inquiry intu the allegations of kid- 
napping brought against the missionaries. Now comes the point in 
which the conduct of the local authoritics becomes of importance, They 
are suid to have entreated the French authoritics to allow this in- 
quiry to be mado and the O:phanage to be inspected. The request 
was refused, and it was not until after this refusal that the mob rose in 
fury. Now, we must s.y that, if all this be true—and it luoks exceed- 
ingly like truth—the French authorities and the Missionaries imposed 
a most undue responsibility upon the Chinese magistratcs. Indeed, it 
may be questioned whether the magistrates would have been exceeding 
their duty if they had insisted on inspection as a condition of allowing 
| the establishment toremain. So long as it remained, they were bound 





AccorDING to the advices just received from Yokohama it 
appears that the greatest dissatisfaction prevails at the 
manner im whjch the Japanese loan has been raised, and a 
special agent has been despatched by the Government to 
London by the American mail to look into the matter, and 
in a short time we shall doubtless know something more of 
this mysterious transaction. Mr. Lay keeps the affair as 
secret as possible, and nothing is yet known of how the 
proceeds of the loan have been applied. It was, of course, 
understood that the money was to be expended in rails and 
other material for constructing the railway, but up to the 
present time there is no information of such having been 
done. The impression consequently is, that the amount has 
been used for clearing off former loans made to the Japanese. 
The market value of the loan fluctuates, and but for pur- 
chases by interested parties to support it the price would be 
considerably lower. The price at present current on the 
Stock Exchange is 96 to 98. We believe that the Chancery 
suit instituted against Mr. Lay by Mr. Farrpairn, Captain 
Osporn, and others, for participation in the profits of this 
loan has not been settled yet. 


Ir is reported that the French fleet have captured the 
North German corvette Mertha. The place of capture is 
not reported, and the information has not been confirmed 
in any manner. Our correspondent at Nagasaki, whose letter 
appeared in the London and China Telegraph of August 22, 
writing on the 24th June, remarked that the movements of 
the French frigate Dupleix had attracted attention, and we 
cannot help surmising that the commander of the Dupleix 
aust have had some premonition of France declaring war 
against Prussia. If so it is another proof that war was a fore- 
gone conclusion on the part of the Emperor, and yet what a 
miserable inauguration he and his generals made of it. 


Tue departure of the 300 to 400 marines for Japan which 
it was decided to send ont by H.M.’s troopship Z’umar has 
been postponed, and this vessel has proceeded on other em- 
ployment. It appears to have been the intention of the 
Home Government to have withdrawn all the troops now at 
Yokobama after the arrival of these marines, but owing to 
representations from Sir Harry Parkes we understand that 
the Government have altered this decision. 

ApmiraL Ke.iet, Commander-in-Chief of the China and 
Japan Stations, bas, we understand, been requested to me- 
diate between the Prince of Satsuma and the Koreans, and 
should the result be favourable for the Japanese the Prince 
promises larger facilities for trade and the opening of more 
ports for that purpose. We are sorry to hear that the 
gallant Admiral is in a bad state of health.

We know 
that high functionarios have been concerned, and that cannon planted 
in the embrasures of Imperial forts have been fired upon missionaries 
and other unoffending strangers. Gathering the net result from the 
series of broken narratives, we learn in effect this—that Europe has 
never yet taught the Chinese to observe or respect a treaty; it may 
not be possible, but, if impoasible, in the name of common-sense let us 
not boast about our Oriental diplomacy. This latest example of out- 
burst and atrocity was, however, as we are bound to say, brought 
about, in fuct, by peculiar circumstances. To begin with, the 
Roman Catholic missionaries were charged with having kidnapped 
children for the purpose of killing them, and employing their cyes 
and other parts of their bodics in medicinal uses. Public warn- 
ings, ordered for the walls of vast citics, had, indeed, been postcd, 
Bat with what ineaning? Simply to show that the Imperial Govern- 
ment was either hostile or helpless, or that Europe, in its effurt to diplo- 
matise with that, of course, atill savage race, hes been totally outwitted, 
baffled, and beaten. A very complicated question arises out of all this. 
it is asserted that no persons excepting those. claiming a French nation- 
ality were attacked, or put in fear at all, and that if some Russians were 
assassinated it was in mistake. Wecannot believe it in the least degree. 
Though our Consul at Tientsin wa3 not assailed, his remonstrances were 
scouted ; his flag was not held in honour; and us for our men-of-war, 
they were, of course, under the blessed Gladstone dispensation, nowhere, 
They might have been proudly idling in the Bultic; they might have 
been fashionably flirting with the autumnal Mediterranean brvezes ; but 
not a broadside of them was within hail when the French asked fora 
friend on the Peiho. We are going a long way, as it seems to us, to se- 
parate ourselves from an old and true ally. The moment has not yet 
arrived, perhaps, for even France to exact indemnification for the agony 
and the injury inflicted upon her at Tientein, the scene of our common 
triamph ; or for England to offer, not her alliance, but, for this is due 
to France, her brotherhoud, when humanity has been so dis;raced ; but 
the day is not far off. Far be it from us to sugge-t that Europe should 
make permunent war upon such an empire as China—as if China 
ever were on empire !—to secure its trade, or its political relations, or 
its diplomatic favour. But the character it assumes for itself must 
not be ignored. Wars, bonrbardinents, submissions, ransoms, and ind-m- 
nities notwithstanding, it maintains a notion that we—the French, the 
Rnglish, und all the Western raccs—anre the inferiors, and can £0 be 
treated whenever an cccasion arises. Well, there is no blame to an 
Buropean community if it trade with a barbaric community upon con- 
ditions synonymous with suspicion. But we cannot deal with these 
Governments or these nations as though the one were responsible or the 
other civilised. They are to us as they have ever been, and, we are 
afraid, for many generations must be, strangers. Says a writer :—‘‘ We 
must recognise the fact that the Chinese people, though well-disposed, 
are ignorant, superstitious, and prejudiced, and that their ignorance, 
superstition, and prejudices are easily worked upon, and are worked 
upon to subserve the exclusive ends of their rulers.” The truth is that 
the Chinese Government in its negotiations with our and other European 
messengers lias never been sincere, and has always relied upon the mob 
to overthrow them. So that the French Consulate itself has been pulled 
down as though it was a missionary Babel, an:| murder has been 
threatened to evcry British resident. Now we repeat our opinion, many 
a time rccorded in these columns, We have a right to trade with the 
Chinese.

temptuous toleration within certain narrow limits, to be sacrificed with- 
out hesitation if they once infringe those bounds.

tragedy, indecd, there does not appear to have been even the excuse of | 


broken treaty engagements. The town is one of the northern ports of 
the Empire that were opencd to external trade by the Elgin Treaty, and 
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it contains what is called a foreign settlement, in which most of fhe 
Europeans reside. How are we to explain the concentration of popular 
wrath on the heads of members of onc nationality only? Perhaps the 
Figaro muy see the finger of Bismark in this sudden outburst; but out 
of Paris we suspect there will be little difficulty in understanding the 
causes of so sanguinary an outrage. Missionarics have always been ob- 
jects ofsuspicion in China. They have been distrusted by the officials, who 
regard them as spies penctrating the country far beyond the tracks of come 
merce; they are hated by the native priesthood «8s dangerous rivals, ang. 
they are disliked by the lower orders because they are foreigners. Protes- 
tant missionaries have occasion: Ily:uffercd; but, as 2 rule, the palm of mar- 
tyrdom has been reserved for the Roman Catholics; who have always 
been the most aggressive and the most sucecs:ful in their proselytism. 
Indeed, the Annals of the Propaganda remind us that they regard China 
‘less as a country to be converted than as a relapsed wandercr to be re- 
covered. Nor has the Roman Church forgotten that centuries ago her 
native adherents in the Empire numbered millions, that her missionaries 
held places of trust and honour near the Court, and that Jesuits contri- 
‘buted much both of the statesmanship and the science which then 
flourished in Peking. Hence the modern missionaries are zeulous, and 
a little more. They are not all so pradcnt as Huc and Gabet, who, be- 
sides being pious pricsts, were uccomplishcd men of the world, alike 
tolerant and unprejudiced. Unfortunately, the very thorouzlness of 
their devotion to duty strengthens prejudices which might in course of 
time have died out belore a less demonstrative spirit of proselytiem. 
The Romanist missionarics, in their eagerne-s to save iznorant hea- 
thens, keep all the machinery of conversion in constant work to the 
minutest detail. To chapcls, stations, and schools are added orphan- 
ages and homes for the helpless poor—institutions which the Chinese 
cannot understand, and therefore credit with the most diabolical 
purposcs. The principal cause of that hatred with which the mis- 
sion work at Tientsin was regarded was the chatitable zcal of the 
Sisters in collecting, maintaining, and educating orphan children. The 
ignorant rabble were told, and they believed, that the children were 
kidnapped for the purpose of being sacrificed in unholy rites or having 
parts of their bodies used for medicinal purposes. Had the missionary 
band been Jess hasty, had they qualified Christian zeal with worldly 
discretion, and been content to guide rather than to force local opinion, 
the outrage might never have occurred. But, as if all this were not 
enough—as if the claim that China was a mere preserve of the Church 
were not sufficient to keep native fanaticism in a chronic state of 
smouldering fury —the French Consul interferes, in his traditional 
capacity as protector of the Latin Christians, with an imprudence that 
adds fuel to the flame. It is impossible to deny that the self-asserting 
demeanour of our gallant neighbours is a cause of offence (o many 
with whom they hold diplomatic intercourse. A Frenchman doe3 ‘not 
colonise, and he does not negotiate successfully either with savages or with 
settled communities whose civilisation is of a different type from his 
own, because his consciousness of ineffable superiority prevents him 
from seeing in the sentiments of such races anything else than pre- 
judices which must be disregarded. Without casting undue blame on 
poor M. Fontanier, who has not survived to furnish the world with his 
own justification, it is impossible not to see in his mode of managing 
the Governor a repetition of the fatal mistakes that have so often made 
French officials revolt feclings which they ought as men of the world 
to have conciliated, and disregard motives which they misht have en- 
listed in their favour, French missionary zeal, French diplomatic 
brusquerie—thcse were the direct impelling caus2s of the Tientsin 
massacres. 

It is painful to record an outrage which recalls the worst episodes in 
our earlier intercourse with China, and the event shows how much has 
still to be done before our communications with that enormous Empire 
can be placed on a tatisfactory footing. But the remedies fur such a 
state of things are not difficult to ascertain. We may assume that, 
with or without the co-operation of other Powers, France will exact 
some kind of satisfaction fur the outrage, and that the indemnity will, 
to a certain extent, form a guarantee for the future. We may further 
endorse a claim constantly made by Europeans in China, and udmitted 
by our statesincn in theory, though not always carried out in practice, 
that the Imperial authorities should by public acts ce: nfer such a recog- 
nition on foreigners as shall remove the stigma of inferiority and 
sufferance, and convince the most jznorant natives that Europeans are 
not barely tolerated, but are practically equal. Again, weak as the 
central authority may be, we arc at least entitled to claim from it such 
an exercise of its power as shall restrain official subordinates from 
pandering to the lowest passions of the populace, and shall punish them 
sharply if they abuse their power to plot against the forcign rcsidents 
who enjoy a nominal protection from the State. But our chief ground 
of hope in batter things for the future lies in the conduct of furcigners 
themselves. After all, even fanaticism has its limits, and it cannot be 
difficult for Europeans resident in Cuina to study the fretings of their 
most ignorant neighbours, and to disarm their prejudices, however un- 
reasonable. There issome encouragement for them tu do so in the fact 
that cnlizh‘enment and knowledge are spreading, though slowly, in the 
Celestial Empire; and that each new foreign settlement becomes, after 
atime, a centre not only of trade, but of toleration. If missionaries 
-chouse their steps cautiously, and remember that to conciiiate is the first 
condition of enduring success—if Consuls moderate the zeal of their 
countrymen as readily us they enforce demands on the Imperial authors 
ities—there will be no repetition of the tragedy of Ticutsin, and no 
necessity for those violent mcasurcs of reparation which so often em- 
bitter the original dispute.

fact that the fire signals were used and obeyed by the mob seems to con- | 


firm this belief ; but whoever were the actual perpetrators of the out- 
rage, it is certain that for days beforehand its probable occurrence was 
a common subject of conversation, and as the day drew near there wore 
sot wanting premonitory symy:toms, such as stonc throwing at and open 
abuse of Frenchmen as they passed along the strects to warn the victims 
of their approaching danger. These symptems were not disregarded by the 
foreign consuls, who one and all addressed urgent remonstrances to-Ching 
How on the subject. On the 18th, 20th, and again on the 2lst, the British 
Consul wrote to that mandarin, urging him to takestepsto preventa rising, 
but -his letters were disregarded and Icft unanswered. There can be no 
doubt, therofore, that the Chinese officials showed most culpable negli- 
gence prior tothe event, and the probability is thatthey werenot unwilling 
that the hated Roman Catholic missionaries should be taught by a stone- 
throwing mob to limit their perbaps too successful operatiuns. But 
when the storm arose they found they were quite unable to govern it, 
and the concern they lave shown at the futal results of their own ne- 
gligence is probably genuine. On the news of the massacre reaching 
Peking, Tscng-kwo-fan, the Viceroy of the Province, was ordered to 
make a searching inquiry on the spot into the affair. By a later tele- 
gram we are informed that M. de Rochechouart, the French Chargé 
d’Affaires, has demanded the exceution of threc mandarins, two of 
whom, it is stated by the same authority, are to be beheaded at his 
request. We hope that if this is true it is only part of the penalty 
that will be exacted for the outrage. In a country like China, where 
locomotion is slow and difficult, the knowledge of any such local re- 
prisal would probably never spread more than a few miles. It is essen- 
tial to the safety of foreigners living in China that for such a glaring 
case of political dishonesty and popular cruelty a punishment should be 
inflicted which should be known and felt throughout the length and 
breadth of the empire. i

The massacre of Europeans and native Christians at Tientsin recalls to 
mind the horrible barbaritics of religious wars in Europea few centuries 
ago. It alsobringsafresh toremeinbrance the burning of Catholic churches 
in Philadelphia, and the sacking of a convent in Charlestown, Massa- 
chusetts, not muny years since, and the street fights between Ribbon- 
men and Orangemen in Eighth Avenue the other day. Wherever bitter 
religious antagonism exists, whether in Europe, the United States, 
China, or Japan, such dreadful ecenes are likely at any moment to be 
enacted. Their occurrence should not be taken as a proof of the general 
want of civilisution and humanity in any notion where they take place. 
To foreigners as a class China and the Chinese are not unkindly disposed. , 
When we consider the bold und revolutionary character of European 
and American civilisation, how audaciously it proceeds to the over- 
turning of all the religious and social customs of any people where 
it enters the wedge, we ure not surpriscd at the bloody and despe- 
rate resistance which it meets at stages of its onward course. We 
judge the feclings of a brutal Chinese mob towards the temples 
‘and observances of Christian settlers and converts by those of the 
San Francisco canaulle towards the Chinamen who come to this land of 
boasted civilisation, religious freedom and equality under the law. We 
are not aure that even in New York, Boston or Philadelphia, where 
there is no pretence of dunger from Asiatic immigration and heathen 
example, a Buddhist temple would be safe for twenty-four hours. There 
are men in every one of the great American cities capable, in a wild 
outburst of fanatical frenzy, of perpetrating all the outrages committed 
by the ‘‘ Dead Rabbits” and “ Blood Tubs” of Tientsin. We com- 
mend this fact—for it is a fuct—to the consideration of thoughtful 
‘Americans. We ask them to look with philosophic impartiality upon 
the infamous treatment dealt out to the Chinese in parts of this country, 
San Francisco, for instance, where the laws do not suffice for the pro- 
tection of Chinamen, and, worse still, where laws are passed virtually 
ontlawing them. We ask them to reud the derunciatory resolutions 
against Chinese labour advocated by men calling themselves statesmen 
and adoptcd by trades unions and political conventions. What are 
all these but the seeds from which crops of massacres muy be 
gathered at some not very distant day? And what else can 
Americans expect, when they ullow Chinese to be attacked and 
beaten in the streets, but that Americans will te assaulted, by way 
of reprisal, in the cities of China? At the beginning of the Chinese 
persecution in the United States, we declarcd that redress would be ex- 
acted at the expense of Americans resident in China; and had Ame- 
ricans formed any part of the Christian population of Tient-in, they 
would have fallen bencath the vengeful hands of the native rabble, as 
did the twenty-two Europeans and the forty Chinese children who, as 
representatives of the Christian religion and Christian civilisation, re- 
ecived the while force of the blow. The statement, with the scanty 
evidence before us, is not susceptible of proof—but it is not improbable 
that the American wrongs upon Chinamcn led to the Tientein butcheries. 
If this Le so, it becomes Aimericans to look at home and set a better 
example of toleration to the Chinese | efore demanding from our Go- 
yernn.ent in connection with utter foreign Powcrs the swift and sum- 
mary chastisement of China forthe supposed complicity of that nation 
in the outrages.

THE BOARD OF,TRADE RETURNS. 
The Board of Trade returns for the month and seven months 
ending 31st July last show, for the first time for several months, 
a slight falling-off in the total of our exports, the deolared value 


of these for July being £17,346,764, against £17,394,951 in July, |

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coals, cotton manufactures—9 per cent.—hardwares, jute, yarn, 
linen manufactures, iron and steel manufactures, silk manu- 
| factures, and “ unenumerated “articles. For the seven months the 
| totals are £114,455,872 in the present year, against £108,880,216 
in the corresponding period of 1869, and £100,349,426 in the first 
seven months of 1868. The free imports of last month were gene- 
rally below the corresponding month last year, the principal fall- 
ing-off being in wheat, Indian corn, and flour. Raw cotton shows 
a considerable increase, which is entirely due to the United States 
shipments, and wool seems to have diminished about 45 per cent. 
In the quantities of articles subject to duty entered for home con- 
sumption the changes are unimportant. Cocoa, sugar, tea, and 
spirits have been taken out in additional quantities, while coffee, 
fruit, molasses, tobacco, and wine have slightly diminished. The 
computed real value of the principal articles imported in the first 
six months of this year was £118,754,135, against £107,062,638 in 
the first half of 1869, and £110,857,665 in the corresponding 
period of 1868.

Samples ex Ajax have been placed upon the market. The Teas ay 
a whole have been in favour, and a good business has been trans- 
acted ; in some of the fine kinds, at better prices than those in the 
previous steamers. In inferior common Black Leaf Teas of old import 
the Sales during the week show a further decline. Foo Chow 
Congous: Siftings, dust, and broken leaf remain as last quoted; 

‘and by Public Sale common to good common has been realised 
at 10d. to 11d., and good common to fair 11d. to Is. per Ib. ;‘prices 
being about equal to those ruling last week. Black Leaf Congous; 
At the last Auctions inferior common was gold at 64d. to 73d. 
per lb., which showed a further decline, and good common 
to fair at 11d. to 1s. per lb. The sales, cx-Ajax, have been for good 
medium to fine 1s. 64d. to 18. 11d.; fine 2a. to 2s. 2d.; finest 2s. 44. to 
2e.7d. Tayshan Congous: A few parcels of common, at public sale, 
realised 109d. tolld. perlb. Souchongs: About 1,000 boxes of fair to 
good have been sold at 114d. to 1s. 23d. per lb. Oolongsare still with- 
out enquiry. Scented Teas: A few sales have been made cf common 
Canton Scented Caper at 54d. to 8d. per lb. and medium Foo 
Chow Scented Orange Pekoe at 1s. 0d. to 1s. 0}d. perlb. Green Teas: 
1,836 packages New Season’s Ping Sueys, ex-Ajax, are advertised for 
public sale ‘without reserve;” privately two invoices have been 
placed on the market, but as yet no sales have been reported. The 
quality is generally considered inferior to last season's. The China 
auctions commenced on the 30th, and concluded on the 31st ult. They 
comprised 16,579 packages. 13,594 packages ‘‘ Without Reserve,” 
chiefly of the commoner grades, and prices realised for black-leaf teas 
of inferior common quality show a further decline on former rates. 


SILK. 

Measre. Durant and Co’.s Circular snys:—The market is still very 
quiet. Some little business is doing daily, but in the smallest possible 
quantities. The total arrivals of new Silk have reached comparatively 
large figures, 7,000 bales China and 1,600 bales Canton—hitherto a 
very small proportion has been put forward for sale, or rather a very 

large proportion és entirely withheld. Hence in some few cases de- 
cldedly impreved prices have been realised, chiefly in medium quality 
Taatlee—bat the whole quantity sold does not probably excecd 600 
to 800 bales. Foreigners are not buying, so that it is only the daily 
requirements of the home consumers that make the little business that 
is doing. In Japan Silk we are without any new Silk; some few 
hundred bales of old Maibash have been sold at very low prices, but 
this has not hitherto induced any increased attention to thia Silk, so 
we make no quotations for the other classes. In Canton Silk nothing 
of moment has been done, only geome very few emall parcels of new 
Siik have been sold. 

COFFEE. 


The gupplies of Ceylon at the public sales have been larger than 
for some time past, and there has been some pressure to sell, while 
the inquiry has been less active. The sales have therefore been at 
somewhat lower prices, and the advance reported last mail may be 
said to have been lost. The following have been the latest prices 
paid :—Plantation Ceylon, triage and ordinary, 378.
